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Dean  Elliott  takes  stand  on  Commission  Report 


The  Indiana  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  released 
recommendations  into 
referenced  documents,  Vol.  I  and 
Vol.  II.  See  page  2. 


Carl  H.  Elliott,  Dean  and 
Director  of  Purdue  Calumet,  gave 
his  viewpoint  on  the  recom¬ 
mendations  made  by  the  Indiana 
Commission  on  Higher  Education 
as  they  pertain  to  the  Calumet 
Campus.  Said  Dean  Elliott,  "A 
careful  reading  of  the  two 
volumes  shows  a  remarkable 
insight  into  the  nature  of  our 
operations  and  of  the  existing 
relationships.  It  will  not  be 
difficult  for  us  to  live  with  the 
intent  and  the  spirit  of  the 
recommendations  in  general." 
Dean  Elliott  felt  that,  "there  are 
only  three  specific  points  about 
which  I  feel  it  is  important  that 
Purdue  University  and  the 
Calumet  Campus  be  on  record." 
They  are  as  follows:  1)  "It  seems 
that  we  must  take  a  strong 
position  that  the  university 
campuses  in  Lake  County  ought 
to  be  autonomous  branches

B.  Bayh 
To  Speak 
Thursday 

Indiana  senator  Birch  Bayh 
will  speak  at  Purdue  Calumet  on 
Thursday,  November  2,  1:00  p.m. 
in  Alumni  Hall.  The  lecture  and 
Assembly  Committee,  who  is 
sponsoring  his  visit,  said  that 
Bayh  will  speak  mostly  on 
Senator  McGovern's  position  in 
the  Presidential  campaign. 

Senator  Bayh  received  his  B.S. 
degree  from  Purdue  and  his  law 
degree  from  Indiana  University. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Indiana 


maintaining  a  relationship  to 
their  parent  institution;  that  the 
two  campuses  should  maintain 
their  separate  identity;  and  that 
the  already  extensive  level 
of  cooperation  between  the  two

This 
graduate  work  would  be  designed 
to  serve  professionals  employed 
in  the  area  and  presumably 
would  encompass  the  graduate 
work  already  offered  in  teacher 
training,  industrial  management

The  bureau  sets  up  all  social 
and  activity  outlets,  not  merely 
for  established  organizations  and 
clubs  but  for  private  and  in¬ 
dependent  groups  rested  in 
sponsoring  any  type  of  en¬ 
tertainment  for  useful  and 
creative  purposes.

and  engineering.  It  also  proposes 
that  additional  graduate  work 
could  be  developed  as  needs 
indicated  in  order  that  the  in¬ 
stitution  can  better  serve  the 
community.  However,  the 
stipulation  is  included  that  the 
graduate  work  ought  to  be 
carried  on  under  the  auspices  and 
direction  of  the  appropriate 
academic  governing  agency  on 
the  Lafayette  Campus.  This  is  not 
compatible  with  our  moves 
toward  academic  autonomy  on 
this  campus...  Indeed,  it  is  an¬ 
ticipated  that  graduate  programs 
to  serve  community  needs  will  be 
developed  on  this  campus  for 
which  there  is  not  an  appropriate 
academic  authority  currently  in 
existence  on  the  Lafayette 
Campus.  With  a  full-time 
professional  staff  of  highly 
qualified  people  numbering  near 
200  at  the  present  juncture,  it  is 
unrealistic  to  suggest  that  these 
people  do  not  have  the  capability 
for  determining  appropriate 
quality  of  graduate  work.  We 
take  issue  with  this  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Commission

Elections 

Postponed 

The  proposed  G.A.S.  election, 
which  was  to  be  yesterday  and 
today,  will  not  take  place.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  not 
enough  candidates  to  fill  the 
twenty-one  positions  available. 
These  positions  comprise  the  7 
assemblies  of  which  Technology 
has  3,  Humanities  has  2, 
Agriculture  and  Science  form  1, 
and  Industrial  Management  and 
Engineering  form  the  remaining 
assembly.  Each  assembly  is 
represented  by  three  assem¬ 
blymen  forming  the  21  positions. 
The  candidates  were  to  have  had 
petitions  signed  and  turned  in  on, 
or  before,  Wednesday,  October 
18.  Only  three  petitions  were 
received  by  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  General  Assembly

and  suggest  that  the  specification 
that  graduate  work  be  done  only 
under  Lafayette  auspices  be 
removed."  Point  number  3  issued 
by  Dean  Elliott  is  as  follows: 
"While  we  are  in  accordance  with 
the  general  substance  of  the 
Commission  report  that  we 
should  not  be  engaged  in  ex¬ 
tensive  basic  research  with  all 
that  that  implies  in  terms  of 
specialized  facilities,  a  heavy 
personnel  commitment  and  large 
numbers  of  graduate  students 
engaged  full-time,  we  do  believe 
that  the  limitation  of  a  master's 
degree  ceiling  on  graduate  work 
of  the  kind  which  we  could  ap¬ 
propriately  offer  here  is 
unrealistic.  There  is  currently  no 
anticipation  that  this  cam¬ 
pus  should  ever  move  into 
research  oriented  Ph.D.  kind  of 
activity  which  the  Commission  is 
obviously  ruling  against.  There 
is,  however,  the  very  strong 
possibility  that  in  carrying  out  its 
community  service  functions  and 
providing  the  kind  of  special 
professional  education  that  is  set 
forth  for  this  campus  by  the 


Commission,  that  the  master's 
degree  limitation  may  need  to  be 
exceeded.  For  example,  serious 
conversations  have  already  been 
held  locally  concerning  the  ap¬ 
propriateness  of  our  moving 
toward  the  offer  of  the 
educational  specialist  degree. 

The  foment  In  higher  education 
also  gives  Indication  that  other 
non-research  terminal  degrees 
are  in  the  offing  and,  as  a  part  of 
our  service  to  the  community, 
perhaps  ought  to  be  made 
available  here  as  this  campus 
develops  further  and  autonomy 
evolves.  We  should  keep  our 

basic  identity  as  an  un¬ 
dergraduate  teaching  institution, 
which  has  been  our  basic 
definition  for  many  years,  but  we 
will  need  to  offer  non-research 

oriented  graduate  degrees  ex¬ 
clusive  of  the  Ph.D.  as  from  time 
to  time  may  be  determined  will 
best  serve  the  professional  or 
community  service  needs  of  our 
constituency . 


Attention 

Veterans! 

The  House  and  Senate  Com¬ 
mittees  on  Veterans  Affairs 
reached  a  compromise  on  H.R. 
12828  vs.  S.  2161  and  reported  the 
agreement  to  their  respective 
floors.  The  agreement  passed  the 
House  on  October  11th  and  the 
Senate  on  October  13th. 

The  Bill  states  these  rates  for 
Veteran  Educational  Benefits: 
$220  per  month  for  a  single 
veteran,  $261  for  a  vet  with  one 
dependent,  $298  for  a  vet  with 
two  dependents,  and  $18  per 
month  for  each  dependent  in 
excess  of  two.  These  rates  are

Also  included:  *An  end  to  sex 
discrimination  in  education 
benefits.  (The  husband  of  a 
female  veteran  is  now  accepted 
as  a  dependent  even  if  he  works 
while  she  attends  school.)  *  Two 
forms  of  advance  payment:  a.  A 
veterans  check  received  during 
the  first  part  of  the  month  is  for 
that  month,  (i.e.  The  Dec.  check 
is  received  in  early  December  - 
not  in  January  as  in  the  past.)  b. 
If  a  veteran  is  pre-enrolled,  the 
first  check  is  delivered  to  the 
school  address  in  order  that  the 
veteran  may  use  it  however  he 
wishes  at  registration  time.  (This 
provision  is  to  be  initiated  by 
Aug.  1,  1973-or  earlier  if  ordered 
by  the  V.A.)

"A  Pattern  for  the  Future" 

Commission  Hearing  Facts 


The  Indiana  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  released  the 
Indiana  Plan  for  Post  Secondary 
Education  Into  two  thick 
volumes,  aptly  titled  Volumes  I 
and  II.'  (See  story  on  page  2)

'To  understand  the  understand 
the-  reasoning  behind  the 
recBrnmendations  of  the  Com¬ 
mission;  one  must  interpret  the 
excerpt  on  page  two  of  this  issue 
of  the  "Nexus"  with  some 
reserve  in  order  not  to  prover¬ 
bially  jump  to  sq, me  erroneous 
conclusions.  The  Commission 
proposes  that  Purdue  Calumet 
^nd  Indiana  Northwest  broaden 
their  admission  policies  to 
"ensure  that.the  first  two  years  of 
most  baccalaureate  curricula 


are  made  accessible  to  the 
citizens  of  the  region."  This 
"very  non-selective"  admission 
policy  encouraged  by  the  Com¬ 
mission,  the  newly-initiated 
General  Studies  program  for 
students  of  diversified  back¬ 
grounds,  and  the  expansion  of 
counseling  services  at  Purdue 
Calumet  are  all  intrinsically 
planned  to  gear  this  campus  (and 
I.U.  Northwest)  eventually  to 
better  serving  the  public  in  the 
"unique,  urban,  social,  and  in¬ 
dustrial  setting  of  these  cam¬ 
puses."  The  Commission  also 
recommends  strengthening 
occupational  programs, 
"primarily  at  the  associate 
degree  level."  These  two 
recommendations  appear  to  be 
indicative  of  the  university 
structure  weaving  itself  into  the 
pattern  of  the  community  and  the 
industrial  demands  of  this  area, 
rather  than  individuals  who  seek 
a  "higher  education,"  being 
turned  out  like  products  on  an 
assembly  line,  stamped  B.S.  or 
B.A.  (or  B.  whatever) 

This  particular  trend  in  higher 
education  as  shaped  by  the 
Commission  is  hopeful,  and  in¬ 
dicative,  perhaps,  of  livelier 
strides  being  made  to  broaden 
this  university's  facilities  to  fill 
the  gaps  in  the  individual's 
educational  void. 


A  special  public  hearing  was 
conducted  Monday,  October  16, 
at  Indiana  University  Northwest 
to  discuss  recommendations 
made  by  the  Indiana  Commission 
for  Higher  Education. 

The  Commission  has  proposed 
the  Indiana  Plan  for  Post 
Secondary  Education  into 
referenced  documents  titled 
Volume  I,  "The  Current  Status," 
and  Volume  II,  "A  Pattern  for  the 
Future."  The  Commission,  which 
released  the  referenced 
documents  (Volumes  I  and  II) 
October  2,  made  a  total  of  fifty 
firm  recommendations  which  are 
outlined  in  Volume  II,  "A  Pattern 
for  the  Future."  Said  Dean  R.J. 
Combs  of  Purdue  Calumet,  "This 
is  a  preliminary  draft  for 
discussion.  Caution  in  in¬ 
terpreting  the  information  in  the 
(following)  excerpt  is  en¬ 
couraged,  in  that  erroneous 
conclusions  may  be  reached 
without  an  understanding  of  the 
rationale  leading  to  the  recom¬ 
mendations  as  made  by  the 
Commission.  You  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  read  the  documents 
in  their  entirety.  Two  copies  are 
on  reserve  in  the  library." 

The  following  is  an  excerpt 
taken  from  Volume  II,  "A  Pat¬ 
tern  for  the  Future,"  of  the 
Preliminary  Draft  for  Public 
Discussion  of  the  Commission 
report,  as  it  pertains  to  Purdue 
Calumet: 

Indiana  University  Northwest 
and  Purdue  University-Calumet; 
-Entry  into  the  undergraduate 
instructional  programs  of  these 
campuses  should  continue  to  be 
made  more  accessible.  Both 
campuses  should  adopt  "very 
non-selective"  admission 
policies.  Especially  needed  in 
this  region  are  special  counsel¬ 
ing  and  instructional  programs 
designed  to  meet  the  varying 
needs  of  individuals  with  di¬ 
verse  educational  qualifications 


and  social  backgrounds  (for 
example,  expansion  of  the 
General  Studies  program  at  the 
Calumet  Campus.)  The  North¬ 
west  and  Calumet  campuses 
should  seek  to  ensure  that  the 
first  two  years  of  most  bac¬ 
calaureate  curricula  are 
made  accessible  to  the  citizens  of 
the  region.  In  addition,  the  in¬ 
structional  programs  of  these 
campuses  should  encompass  a 
limited  range  of  general  arts  and 
science  and  professional  of¬ 
ferings  through  the  bac¬ 
calaureate  degree  level. 

These  campuses  should  con¬ 
tinue  to  offer  occupational 
programs,  primarily  at  the 
associate  degree  level,  consistent 
with  the  professional  program 
missions  of  Indiana  University 
and  Purdue  University  and  as 
desirable  in  the  interest  of  con¬ 
tinued  availability  of  the  diverse 
options  to  the  citizens  of  Region 
1.  Occupational  programs  of 
other  institutional  subsystems 
(particularly  IV.TC)  should  be 
offered  at  these  campuses 
through  contractual  agreements. 
It  is  especially  important  for 
Indiana  University's  division  of 
General  and  Technical  Studies 
and  Purdue  University's  School 
of  Technology  to  work  with  IVTC 
to  avoid  unnecessary  duplication 
of  occupational  program  of¬ 
ferings.  Graduate  programs 
offered  at  this  campus  should  be 
limited  to  master's  level 
curricula  in  the  professional 
program  category.  All  such 
programs  should  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  employed 
professionals  of  Region  1  pur¬ 
suing  advanced  work  on  a  part- 
time  basis.  Programs  should  not 
be  implemented  with  the  intent  of 
developing  a  cadre  of  students 
pursuing  graduate  work  on  a  full 
time  basis.  Such  graduate 
professional  programs,  which 
are  identified  as  appropriate  to 


the  manpower  and  social  needs  of 
Region  1,  should  be  offered 
under  the  academic  aegis  of  the 
appropriate  professional  schools 
at  Purdue  University-Lafayette 
of  Indiana  University-Bloom- 
Ington  or  offered  through  con¬ 
tractual  agreements  with 
otherlnstitutional  subsystems. 

The  academic  offerings  of 
these  two  campuses  should  be 
closely  coordinated  to  avoid 
unnecessary  dupl  i  cat  ion.  Also, 
close  cooperation  should  be 
maintained  with  Purdue 
University-North  Central  by 
these  campuses  for  the  same 
reason. 

Indiana  University  Northwest 
has  a  unique  feature  in  its  in¬ 
structional  function  which  should 
be  continued.  It  serves  as  a 
regional  medical  education 
center  as  part  of  the  Indiana 
Statewide  Medical  Education 
Plan,  adopted  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  1971. 

Because  instruction  is  the 
primary  mission  of  these  cam¬ 
puses,  research  of  faculty 
members  should  be  focused  on 
scholarship  and  departmental 
research.  However,  the 
geographic  and  industrial  en¬ 
vironment  surrounding  these 
campuses  makes  it  appropriate 
for  faculty  to  undertake  limited 
applied  and  developmental 
research  designed  to  respond  to 
regional  needs.  The  Gary  Income 
Maintenance  Experiment  at 
Northwest  is  an  example  of 
applied  and  developmental 
research.  These  campuses  should 
not,  however,  engage  in  basis 
research  activities. 

Central  to  the  missions  of 
Northwest  and  Calumet  should  be 
the  public  service  function.  The 
focus  of  their  public  service 
activities  should  be  the  unique 
urban,  social  and  industrial 
settingofthesecampuses.  "G.W."

Cancer  is  one  of  the  great 
killers  of  mankind.  In  the  United 
States,  it  causes  about  330,000 
deaths  a  year  -  more  than  any 
other  single  ailment  except  heart 
disease.  Yet  many  of  these 
deaths  from  cancer  could  be 
prevented  by  early  treatment.  Of 
the  major  diseases  in  America, 
cancer  is  one  of  the  most  curable 

provided  that  treatment  begins 
when  the  disease  is  still  localized. 

In  U.S.  women,  breast  cancer 
occurs  more  often  (69,000  cases 
each  year)  and  causes  more 
deaths  (30,000  estimated  in  1970) 
that  any  other  form  of  cancer. 
Many  cases  are  cured  when 
treatment  is  sought  early  and 
given  promptly.  The  sooner  a 
breast  cancer  is  diagnosed  and 
treated,  the  better  the  chance  for 
cure. 

Cancer  of  the  breast  is  ex- 
trememly  rare  in  children  and 
occurs  only  occasionally  in  men. 
Most  cases  are  found  in  women 
over  the  age  of  45. 

Fortunately,  breast  cancer  is 
one  of  the  easiest  cancers  to  find 
and  diagnose.  In  fact,  95%  of 
breast  cancers  are  discovered  by 
women  themselves. 

However,  not  all  women  find 
their  cancers  early  enough.  If  a 
woman  discovers  a  lump  in  her 
breast,  she  should  see  a  doctor 
right  away.  Only  a  physician  can 
decide  whether  a  lump  requires  a 
biopsy,  which  consists  of 
removing  a  specimen  of  tissue 
and  examining  it  under  a 
microscope. 

Prompt  action  results  in  better 


chances  of  a  cure.  If  the  cancer  is 
localized  to  the  breast  about  85% 
of  the  treated  patients  show  no 
evidence  of  disease  at  the  end  of 
five  years. 

Breast  lumps,  both  benign  and 
cancerous,  can  be  found  by  touch. 
Every  woman  should  examine 
her  breasts  carefully  once  a 
month,  and  see  her  physician 
annually  for  a  physical  checkup, 
including  a  breast  examination. 

In  some  instances,  special  X- 
.  ray  examination  of  the  breast 
(mammography  or  ther¬ 
mography)  may  be  helpful  in 
locating,  or  providing  useful 
information  about,  a  lump  in  the 
breast. 

Breast  self-examination  should 
be  done  about  one  week  after 
each  menstrual  period.  Here  are 
the  steps: 

1.  Sit  or  stand  in  front  of  your 
mirror,  arms  relaxed  at  your 
sides,  and  look  for  any  changes  in 
size,  shape  and  contour  of  the 
breasts.  Also  look  for  puckering 
or  dimpling  of  the  skin  and 
changes  on  the  surface  of  the 
nipples.  Gently  press  each  nipple 
to  see  if  any  discharge  occurs. 

2.  Raise  both  arms  over  your 
head,  and  look  for  exactly  the 
same  things.  Note  differences 
since  you  last  examined  your 
breasts. 

From  hereon  you  will  be  trying 
to  find  a  lump  or  thickening. 

3.  Lie  down  on  your  bed,  put  a 
pillow  or  a  bath  towel  under  your 
left  shoulder,  and  your  left  hand 
under  your  head.  With  the  fingers 
nr  your  right  hand  held  together 


flat,  press  gently  against  the 
breast  with  small  circular 
motions  to  feel  the  inner,  upper 
portion  of  your  left  breast, 
starting  at  your  breastbone  and 
going  outward  toward  the  nipple 
line.  Also  feel  the  area  around  the 
nipple. 

4.  With  the  same  gentle 
pressure,  feel  the  lower  inner 
part  of  your  breast.  Incidentally, 
in  this  area  you  may  feel  a  ridge 
of  firm  tissue.  Don't  be  alarmed; 
this  is  normal. 

5.  Now  bring  your  left  arm 
'down  to  your  side,  and  still  using 

the  flat  part  of  the  fingers  of  your 
right  hand,  feel  under  your  left 
armpit. 

6.  Use  the  same  gentle  pressure 
to  feel  the  upper,  outer  portion  of 
your  left  breast  from  the  nipple 
line  to  where  your  arm  is  resting. 

7.  And  finally,  feel  the  lower 
outer  portion  of  your  breast, 
going  from  the  outer  part  ot  the 
nipple. 

8.  Repeat  the  entire  procedure, 
as  described,  on  the  right  breast 
using  the  left  hand  for  the 
examination. 

The  details  of  this  technique 
are  not  as  important  as  making 
sure  that  you  have  examined  all 
the  breast  tissue  on  each  side. 

Your  own  doctor  may  want  you 
to  use  a  somewhat  different 
method  of  examination.  Ask  him 
to  teach  you  how.  Do  it  at  least 
once  a  month. 

Another  cancer  for  women  to 
watch  out  for  is  uterine  cancer 
which,  fortunately,  can  be  found 
before  symptoms  occur.  An 


examination,  known  as  the  Pap 
test,  can  find  uterine  cancer  in  its 
earliest,  most  curable  stages. 

The  examination,  which  in¬ 
volves  the  microscopic 
examination  of  cells  collected 
form  the  vagina,  was  developed 
chiefly  by  the  late  Dr.  George  N. 
Papanicolaou,  and  is  named  for 
him. 

The  Pap  test  can  be  done  in  a 
doctor's  office  or  a  clinic,  where  a 
sample  of  viginal  fluied  is  taken, 
and  later  examined  under  a 
microscope.  The  test  detects  not 
only  early  cancers,  but 
precancerous  conditions  -  that  is, 
it  signals  the  dangers  of  cancer 
before  the  disease  starts.  If  every 
woman  had  the  test  every  year, 
most  uterine  cancer  could  be 
discovered  in  time  for  a  cure. 

The  best  protection  against 
cancer  for  everyone  is  a  periodic 
health  checkup.  The  checkup 
should  include  a  chest  X-ray  and 
a  "Porcto''  (an  examination  of 
the  lower  bowel)  for  all  adults 
and  a  pelvic  examination  and 
Pap  test  for  all  women. 

For  additional  protection,  know 
the  seven  warning  signals  of 
cancer;  1.  Unusual  bleeding  or 
discharge.  2.  A  lump  or 
thickening  in  the  breast  or 
elsewhere.  3.  A  sore  that  does  not 
heal.  4.  Change  in  bowel  or 
bladder  habits.  5.  Hoarseness  or 
cough.  6.  Indigestion  or  difficulty 
in  swallowing.  7.  Change  in  size  of 
a  wart  or  mole. 

If  your  signal  lasts  longer  than 
two  weeks,  go  to  your  doctor.

Upward  Bound  Recruits  Tutors 


Upward  Bound  is  a  precollege 
preparatory  program  designed  to 
generate  the  skills  and 
motivation  necessary  for  success 
in  education  beyond  high  school 
among  young  people  from  lower 
income  backgrounds  and 
inadequate  secondary  school 
preparation.  Sponsored  by  HEW 
and  Purdue  University,  it  func¬ 
tions  through  the  Department  of 
Education  of  Purdue. 

The  first  phase  of  Upward 
Bound  is  a  seven  and  one  half 
week  program  at  Purdue 
Lafayette.  It  is  designed  to  meet 
the  various  needs  of  Calumet 
Region  high  school  students  from 
Gary,  Hammond  and  East 
Chicago.  The  second  phase  oc¬ 
curs  during  the  regular  academic 
year.  During  this  period,  a  senior 
counseling  service  helps  in¬ 
dividual  students  in  the  decision¬ 
making  problems  of  attending 
college  and  also  serves  to 
facilitate  the  processing  of 
college  entrance  forms.  Social 
activities  are  sponsored  during 
the  year,  and  tutoring  services 
are  also  available.  This  year  in 
the  study  centers  of  the  various 
Lake  County  schools,  tutoring 
again  is  offered  but  with  a  dif¬ 
ferent  approach.  Last  year  tutors 
were  the  Upward  Bound  staff 


members  and  volunteers  from 
the  local  high  schools.  This  year 
we  are  recruiting  tutors  from  the 
Purdue  Calumet  Campus  to  aid 
us  in  continuing  our  goal  of 
assisting  these  students  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  complete  high  school 
and  go  on  to  further  education. 
Members  in  the  Dept,  of 
Education,  of  the  Student 
Education  Association,  the 
Student  Chapter  of  Professional 
Engineers,  the  Black  Student 
Union,  and  the  Indiana  Public 
Interest  Research  Group  are 
already  working  to  achieve  this 
goal.  The  tutoring  concentrations 
are  in  math  and  English  and 
students  are  needed  to  assist  in 
these  areas  on  a  volunteer  basis.

Walter 

Hartmann 

"gentleman 

and  Scholar"

I've  wanted  to  write  something 
about  Professor  Hartmann  for 
quite  a  while  now...  for  two  and  a 
half  years  to  be  exact.  I'm 
honored  that  I'm  finally  being 
given  this  opportunity,  but  this  is 
the  most  difficult  thing  I've  ever 
had  to  do.  I'm  not  sure  that  I  can 
even  convey  my  high  esteem  for 
his  intelligence  and  power  or  my 
deep  regard  for  his  boundless 
energy.  I  know  my  words  will  fall 
short  in  describing  the 
tremendous  experience  that  this 
one  man  can  be  and  usually  is. 
He's  one  whole  alive  world  in  the 
form  of  a  strikingly  handsome 
person. 

My  first  encounter  with 
Professor  Hartmann  was  two  and 
a  half  years  ago,  during  the 
summer  semester  of  1970.  I  had 
decided  to  enter  college  that  year 
and  Purdue  was  my  choice.  I 
wanted  to  take  Psychology  120  as 
my  first  academic  step  and  a 
friend  recommended  that  I  try  to 


get  Professor  Walter  Hartmann 
as  my  instructor. 

Needless  to  say,  Walter  Hart¬ 
mann  it  was.  I  remember  that 
class  well...  it  was  like  one  huge 
flower  bud  slowly  unfolding,  God, 
it  was  beautiful.  No  one  could 
escape  Professor  Hartmann's 
scrutiny,  his  encouragement  of 
our  growth,  and  his  openness.  He 
cared  about  all  of  us.  He  believed 
in  the  power  we  possessed  as 
individuals  more  than  we  did.  He 
taught  each  of  us  and,  at  the 
same  time,  all  of  us  with  strength 
and  with  conviction...  not  so  we 
could  be  awed  by  him  or  so  he 


could  show  us  what  and  how 
much  he  knew,  but  because  fie 
wanted  to  share  with  us.  He 
wanted  to  give  to  us  what  he  knew 
because  it  was  (and  is)  of  value... 
everlasting  value.  In  fact,  he 
encouraged  questioning.  He 
wanted  us  to  challenge  what  he 
taught.  I  remember  something 
quite  invaluable  that  I  learned  in 
that  first  class...  THAT  NO 
QUESTION  WAS  A  STUPID 
QUESTION...  that,  in  truth,  there 
was  no  such  thing  as  a  stupid 
question.  And  in  my  mind,  I've 
thanked  him  a  hundred  times 
over  for  saying  that  and  meaning 
it. 


What  Professor  Hartmann 
knows  is  what  we  should  know 
about  ourselves.  Perhaps  that  is 
why  he  is  loved  and  admired  by 
some  and  ignored  by  those  who 
are  afraid  of  the  power  of  his 
knowledge.  Many  students  and 
teachers  would  like  to  believe 
that  the  realization  of  power 
within  ourselves  is  too  simple  of 
an  answer,  especially  coming 
from  a  "professor."  Perhaps 
they  think  a  Professor  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  epitomize  and  espouse 
bureaucratic  complexity  and 
coldness,  but  Professor  Hart- 
nann  does  not.  Perhaps  ad¬ 
ministrators  would  I'rke  their 
Professors  to  be  static,  un- 
:oncerned  and  un involved,  but, 
igain,  Walter  Hartmann  is  far 
from  that. 


1  know  that  my  personal  ad¬ 
miration  cannot  sei;ye  as  suf¬ 
ficient  knowledge  of  Professor 
Hartmann.  But  his  life  and  his 
accomplishments'  are*as  im¬ 
pressive  in  therrtsdlv^iafc  he  is  to 
me.  oLoo  ILliT 

I  can't  adequately'-'  recount 
Walfer  Hartmann's  early  life...  a 
Jewish  boy's  parents  being 
murdered  by  Nazis  In  World  War 
Two  in  Germany  would  be  a  book 
in  itself.  I  myselt .haven't  ex¬ 
perienced  horror  such. as  that,  so 
how  could  I  begin  to  describe 
someone  eise's?  But  I  can 
describe  how  Walter  Hartmann 
survived  to  want  to  make  sense 
out  of  it...  how,  after  some 
education  in  England,  he  went  to 
the  United  States  and  obtained  a 
Master's  degree  and  did  his 
doctoral  work,  all  but  a  disser¬ 
tation,  in  only  one  and  a  half 
years  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  There,  at  the  U.  of 
Chicago  he  was  an  Honor  Scholar 
and  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.  He  has  written  papers 
appearing  in  the  Harvard 
Education  review,  the  Purdue 
Alumnus,  the  Journal  of 
Educational  and  Psychological 
Measurement,  Journal  of  Clinical 
and  Experimental  Hypnosis,  and 
the  Journal  of  General  Seman¬ 
tics.  He  has  done  research  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  the 
London  School  of  Ecomonics  (the 
University  of  London).  In 
England,  he  worked  under 
leading  European  authorities 
with  youthful  survivors  of  Ger¬ 
man  concentration  and  slave 
labor  camps.
